Strike in Rajwara high School 

20 (37) Shri Ch. Venkat Ram Rao : Will the hon. Minister 
for Public Health, Medical and Education be pleased to state : 

(a) Whether there was a strike in the High School of 
Rajwara in Adilabad district in the month of January, 1953 ? 

(b) Whether it is a fact that the Head Master of the 
above said school, struck off the names of some students from 
the School Register ? 

Shri Devisingh Chauhan: (a) Yes, on the 21st January, 
1953. 

(b) Names of 35 students of 9th and 10th Classes were 
struck off by the ^Headmaster from the Class Registers (but 
not from the Admission Register) for refusal to pay one anna 
six pies each as excursion fees. After three days, the boys 
attended the school and were readmitted. 

High School of Rajwara 

21 (88A) Shri Ch. Venkat Ram Rao: Will the hon. 
Minister for Public Health, Medical and Education be pleased 
to state : 

(a) Whether any entertainment fee is being collected 
in the High School of Rajwara of Adilabad district since 
last four years ? 

(6) If so, whether the same is being spent for the enter- 
tainment of the students ? 

Shri Devisingh Chauhan: (a) The answer is in the 
affirmative. A sum of Re. 0-1-6 was being collected from 
each student on account of Excursion Fund. 

A sum of Rs. 314-1-4 was collected upto the 1st August, 
1951, for purchase of a Radio. 

(6) For some time now the students have not been 
sent on an excursion for want of siifficient funds, A radio 
was not purchased since the amount collected was not {suffi- 
cient for the purpose. 

Instructions are being given for the refunding of the amount 
collected which remains unspent and to stop further collec- 
tions of this nature* 
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Inspectors of Schools 

22 (38) Shri Ch. Verikai Ram Rao : Will the hon. Minister 
for Public Health, Medical and Education be pleased to state : 

The number of Assistant Inspectors of schools in Telangana 
who do not know the Regional Language ? 

Shri Devi singh Chauhan : Out of the 67 Assistant Inspectors 
in Telangana there are now only four (one in each of the 
districts of Nalgonda, Medak, Nizamabad and Adilabad) 
who do not know the regional language. Even these four 
will be replaced in the beginning of the next academic year.

FlSHEEMEN OF THE STATE

in Karimmagar?
